To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council; 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1961. 

The  main  facts  of  the  year's  vital  statistics  are  as  follo-^/s:- 

Population:  The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid  year  population  was  9680 
compared  vrith  9740  in  I960.  The  preliminary  figure  derived  from  the  1961 
Census  is  given  as  9714. 

Birth  Rate;  The  birth  rats  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was 
13.6  per  1,000  of  the  oopulation.  This  is  a decrease  of  1.8  compared  with  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  ^Tales  was  17.4. 

Death  R-'te;  The  adjusted  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  waS  11.0 
compared  with  9.9  in  I960  and  12.0  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  were  the  Chief  Causes  of  death 
in  the  Rural  District. 

Infant  ibrtality;  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  16  per  1,000  live  births  is 
less  than  half  that  for  the  previous  year  and  compares  favourable  x-rith  the 
national  rate  of  21.4. 

^^ternal  Ibrtality;  There  were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or  child- 
birth in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Cancer;  There  were  fewer  deaths  from  cancer,  including  cancer  of  the  lung,  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

Tuberculos is ; There  was  only  one  death  from  tuberculosis.  This  occurred  in 
an  un-notified  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  an  adult  male. 

Other  Notifiable  Diseases;  There  vrere  no  deaths  from  the  acute  infectious 
diseases,  notifications  of  which  rose  considerably  due  to  the  prevalence  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough.  Other  diseases  notified  during  the  year  included 
two  cases  of  cerebrospinal  meningitis. 

Details  of  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  and  other  aspects 
of  the  Department's  work  are  set  out  in  the  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

An  important  aspect  of  this  work  is  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food; 
in  this  connection  I would  refer  to  the  improved  slaughterhouse  standards 
realised  during  the  year,  and  to  the  progress  maintained  by  100^  meat  inspection. 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  support  and  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  are  those  finalised  by  correction 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  while  the  population  figure  upon  which  the 
various  rates  are  bgsed  is  the  estimated  home  population  at  30th  June,  1961, 
and  includes  members  of  the  Arm.ed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area.  For  each 
Authority’s  area  the  Registrar  General  issues  annual  Area  comparability  factors 
for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates j the  factors  contain  adjustments  for 
boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  vray  in  which  the  sex  and  age  dis- 
tribution of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
vrhole,  while  the  death  rate  factor  has  in  addition  been  adjusted  specifically 
to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area. 

The  classification  of  deaths  in  Section  4 is  based  on  the  abbreviated 
list  of  the  International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and 
Causes  of  Death,  1955;  the  classification  of  deaths  by  the  Registrar  General  is 
modified  in  some  cases  by  further  particulars  supplied  to  his  Department  by 
certifying  medical  practitioners  in  response  to  certain  enquiries  and  thus  the 
figures  of  the  Registrar  General  ma^r  differ  from  corresponding  statistics 
compiled  locally,  although  every  effort  is  made  to  correlate  the  two  sets  of 
figures.

St.  liary’s  Hospital,  Etchinghill,  situatsd  vithin  the  Rural  District, 
provides  accommodation  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  c-^ses  and  is 
administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Eorad.  Appro- 
priate facilities  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  maternity  cases  and 
infectious  diseases  are  provided  by  the  Board's  hospitals  elsewhere  in  the 
region. 

(b ) Laboratory  Eacilities  i 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertakes  the  examination  of  path- 
ological and  other  specimens  as  well  as  the  routine  bacteriological  examination 
of  water,  milk  and  other  samples. 

( c ) Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services  : 

These  domiciliary  servicevS  are  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Council  which 
is  the  administrative  authority  for  them  in  the  Rural  area.  The  following

5 reports  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of  raw  water  and  4 on 
treated  \.jater  were  received  from  the  Mid-Kent  ^-^ater  ^ompany.

This  schene  cor.sists  of  some  20  miles  of  12",  9’*  and  6"  diameter  sewers 
together  with  2-^  miles  of  pumping  mains.  There  are  three  pumping  stations  at 
Elham,  Qttinge  and  Frogholt.  Each  pumping  station  contains  duplicate  pumping 
plant,  electrically  and  automatically  controlled. 

llhere  the  sewer  joins  the  Horn  Street  sevrer  within  the  Porough  of  Hythe 
a lea  Flow  Recorder  has  been  installed. 

The  final  cost  of  the  scheme  is  expected  to  amoiint  to  £185,000  and  the 
Contractors  were:- 

Stage  1.  Hawkes  Construction  Ltd.,

Stage  2.  Bensted  Contractors  Ltd., 

Coombe, 

Maidstone,  Kent. 

(b ) Hawkinge,  Svringfield  and  Acrise 

All  the  pumping  mains  and  two  pumping  stations,  one  at  Muds ole  and  one  at 
Cowgate  were  completed.  The  majority  of  the  gravity  sevrers  were  laid  and  251 
properties  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers. 

There  have  been  numerous  delays  in  carrying  out  this  contract  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  not  be  finished  on  the  contract  completion 
date. 

(c)  Sellindge.  Stanford  and  Liimone 

Negotiations  were  started  for  acquisition  of  land  for  pumping  stations  at 
Stone  Street,  Stanford,  ^'^est onhanger  Race  Course,  Swan  Bridge,  Sellindge  and 
L^^mpne  Castle  and  also  for  the  sowcgo  treatment  worl:5  at  Sellindge, 

I'Then  the  outline  scheme  was  placed  before  the  Kent  County  Council  in  1951 
it  suggested  that  this  scheme  should  be  linked  with  one  serving  Brabourne  and 
Smeeth  within  the  East  Ashford  Rural  District,  this  was  agreed,  the  sewage 
treatment  works  were  to  be  constructed  at  Sellindge  within  the  Elham  Rural 
District . 

Following  a meeting  between  representatives  of  both  authorities  in  I960 
it  was  understood  that  the  Brabourne  and  Smeeth  scheme  was  low  on  the  priority 
list  and  your  consultant  engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  a schene  to 
exclude  Brabourne  and  Smeeth,  Ovring  to  a chai:ige  of  policy  however.  East 
Ashford  R.D.  Council  resolved  to  proceed  with  the  sewering  of  these  two 
villages  concurrently  X'^ith  youir  scheme. 

This  has  meant  that  the  proposed  xiorks  had  to  be  re-designed  resulting 
in  considerable  delay  in  submitting  the  scheme  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  GoverriD-ent . 
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Cesspool  Snptying 


Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  three  800  gallon  enptiers. 
Considerable  overtime  was  worked  in  order  to  keep  to  a ninimun  the  delay 
between  receipt  and  execution  of  requests  to  eiTipty  cesspools.  Despite  this 
however,  there  was  a delay  of  up  to  5 weeks  during  the  winter  months.  This 
was  thought  to  be  due  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  new  dwellings 
erected  and  improvenents,  installations  of  bathrooms  and  ^^,C,  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

No  direct  charge  was  made  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  serving  private 
dwellings  and  no  limit  was  placed  on  the  number  of  emptyings  per  cesspool 
during  the  year.
